“The verdict ef you gentlemen 
should put an end te the argument 
that the liquor laws of this country 
are meant only for the poor man,” he 
said in closing. 

Taking the stand at 4:50 p. m., 
Michaelson denied any knowledge of 
liquor being in his baggage and stated 
that three of the trunks were his 
and that the others belonged to mem- 
bers of his party.

Fairburn, Ga., May 8.—(Special.) 
| With arguments of both sides in the 
legal battle being fought to enjoin op- 
_ erators of the Dixie dog racing track 
from continuing the present system of 
_alleged betting, concluded after an all- 
day contention on technical points of 
| the law, Judge John B. Hutcheson, 
' presiding at the Fairburn court, an- 
nounced this afternoon that he would 
take the case under advisement for 
several days before rendering his de- 
cision. 

This was said to be the first time 
a system of this type was brought be- 
fore a court in equity and the Dixie 
dog racing trial is looked upon as a 
test case. In view of this aspect of 
the case, Judge Hutcheson asserted 
that he intended to review all the tes- 
timony offered, studying every angle 
of the legal issues involved in order 
to digest thie entire proceedings before 
coming to a decision. 

Until the judge’s decision is handed 
down. the races will not be prevented 
from continuing on their present plan, 
while subsequent action will depend 
upon the nature of Judge Hutcheson’s 
decision, 

Arguments on both sides today 
raged about fine points of legality, 
the main contention being whether or 
not a court of equity, such as the 
one now trying the case, was legally 
within its position to enjoin an act 
heli to be criminal in its nature.

LIGGETT BACK IN JAIL 


| Action Follows Admission of 
Bribe by Juror Who 
Caused Mistrial.

Osburn was the lone 
juryman to hold out against a first 
degree murder verdict, carrying with 
it a penalty of 99 years in prison.

to. “fix” Osburn. 

Osburn and Creswell were arrested 
early today and confessed their part 
in the alleged plot to Attorney-General 
Richard M,. Atkinson. Judge Chester hk. 
Hart later today vacated Ligzett’s 
$25,000 bond and he alse was taken 
to jail on the charge of murder that 
bas been pending against him since 
his arrest several months ago. 

In addition Liggett facec a charge 
of contempt of court for bribery of 
a juror which Mr. Atkinson said he 
would prefer. The attorney-general 
also intimated more arrests might be 
made, 

The expose comes upon the heels 
of the second hung jury in the case, 
one of the most sensational in David- 
son county in recent years. Following 
the first trial there were widespread 
rumors of irregularities in the jury 
room, but no evidence was obtained 
upon which warrants could be issued. 
Jack Quinn, introduced by Liggett as 
an “eyewitness’’ to the killing of Cun- 
ningham, was indicted for perjury fol- 
lowing his testimony and forteited 
bend furnished by the defendant's 
iather, C. L. Liggett. The confes- 
sions of Creswell, a grocer, and of the 
juror are parallel, both implicating 
Liggett. They also mention the seu- 
ior Liggett, who. in a brief statement 
to the press denied any connection 
with the affair or any knowledge that 
his son was implicated.

Indorsing the proposal te establish 
a state eommission to study Geor- 
gia’s educational needs and make rec- 
ommendations to the legislature fer 
the formulation of a new educational 
eode. the Atlanta Federation of 
Trades. at its meeting Wednesday 
night, gave its approval to the sug- 
gestion made by Seaborn Wright, of 
Rome, Ga., for a systematic survey 
looking to a revision of Georgia’s edu- 
cational program.

Senator George Detends 
Vote on Debenture Plan 


BY GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

Washington, May 8 —Defending 
his vote on the controversial debenture 
plan which later passed the 
by a narrow margin, Senator Walter 
F. George, of Georgia, in a speech on 
the floor today declared that congress 
could do no more for the relief of 
American agriculture than to give the 
plan a trial. 

Both Senator George and Senator 
W. J. Harris, of Georgia, cast their 
ballots with the eombination of demo- 
cratic and progressive republican mem- 
bers who succeeded in administering 
defeat to the regular republican pro- 
gram. 

Addressing the chamber for more 
than an hour, Senator George told 
his colleagues that there was no au- 
thority for the statement that an un- 
favorable reaction would be caused 
against Ameérican products in Euro- 
pean markets by adoption of the de- 
benture plan. In its last analysis, the 
lan, he said, was intended to extend 

nefits of the tariff to the producers 
of raw materials in an indirect man- 
ner. 

Emphasizes Option. 

The Georgia senator also emphasized 
the optional feature of the plan as 
incorporated in the pending comphren- 
sive farm relief legislation, pointiug 
out that the proposed farm board was 
not obligated to put it into effect and 
might abandon it if it were shown 
impractical after a trial. 

“It is said by all who support the 
bill on either side of the aisle” Sena- 
|tor George declared, that we can risk

Hubbell Hurls No-Hit Game, AS Giants Beat Pirates, 11 to 0. 
U.S. GOLFERS REDEEM RYDER CUP FAILURE | 


CARL HUBBELL 
HURLS NO-HIT, 
NO-RUN GAME 


Five Pirates Reach First, 
However, on One Walk 
and Errors. 


New York, May 8.—(AP) 
Carl Hubbell, star left-hander 
of the Giant staff, entered the 
hall of baseball fame at the 
Polo Grounds today by pitch- 
ing a no-hit, no-run game 
against the Pirates. The Giants 
pounded Jess Petty, Fred Fus- 
sell and Remy Kremer for 12 
hits and 29 bases, including 
two home runs by Melvin Ott 
and one each by Chuck Fullis 
and Andy Cohen. The home 
team won behind Hubbell’s 
fine effort, 11 to 0. 

Hubbell's performance was the first 
no-hit game in the majors since Au- 
gust 1, 1926, when Ted Lyons, of 
the White Sox, let down the Red Sox 
without a safety. It was the first hit- 
less effort by a southpaw sinee June 
3, 1918, when Hub Leonard white- 
washed the Tigers, and the first by a 
Giant pitcher since Jess Barnes’ al- 
most perfect effort against the Phillies 
on May 7, 1922. Barnes retired 27 
Philadelphia batsmen, but a pass mid- 
way of the game robbed him of the 
higher thenor of a no-man-to-reach- 
first record, 

Four Pirates reached first base on 
Hubbell, and a fifth registered a tech- 
nieal arrival at that station—Llovrd 
Waner who forced Adams for the 
third out in’ the third after Sparky 
had walked. Adams raced to second 
in the first when Travis Jackson made 
a wild throw of his grounder, and 
moved to third on Lloyd Waner's 
sacrifice, 

As Hubbell moved into the ninth 
inning with a no-hit game in his 
grasp, the Giant defense became over- 
anxious. Fullis first misjudged Ri- 
conda’s liner and then dropped it for 
an error. Jackson fumbled Adams’ 
bounder and Hubbell was in a hole— 
but just as eool as he had been 
through the tense afternoon. He got 
Lioyd Waner on a called third strike 
and forced brother Paul to hit into 
a double play, Hubbell to Jackson 
to Terry. 

Only sit balls were driven past the 
infield on Hubbell all afternoon.

Gainesville, Ga., May 8.—(Special.)—-Owing to the failure of the 
general assembly of Georgia for three successive times to pass an en- 
abling measure asked by Georgia library commission permitting coun- 
ties in the state to tax themselves for library service from county 
seat libraries for county people, the state of Georgia is the only 
southern state barred from sharing in the new Rosenwald fund of $35,- 
000,000 which is to be spent in aiding counties in doing library work. 

This fact will be brought out by Mrs. J. W. Gholston, of Comer, 
chairman of library extension before the biennial council at Thursday’s 
business session of the Georgia federation to be held in the Y. W. C. A. 


auditorium of Brenau college. 


The’ Kiwanis Club of Georgia backed 


this measure for county library aid in 1924-25, and the enabling bill 


will be presented again to the Georgia assembly this summer. 


The last 


two defeats for the bill were not by votes against it, but lack of a quorum 
at the only times it could force its way onto the calendar, 


Georgia is losing thereby, thousands 
of dollars, for counties are clamoring 
for this service and would gladly take 
up the Rosenwald offer if not forbid- 


den by the state constitution. Miss 
Beverly Wheatcroft, Atlanta, secretary 
of Georgia library commission, who 
has a splendid exhibit at the council, 
assists Mrs. Gholston ‘n the county 
library statement and urges work for 
passage of the bill this summer.
